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ORGANISING BUILDING 


THE RIBA have met the often justified complaint that points raised at the 
annual British Architects’ Conferences requiring further study have not 
received that attention, by issuing a report prepared by the Joint Consultative 
Committee of architects, quantity surveyors and builders on outstanding 
subjects arising from the 1955 Conference at Harrogate. That Conference 
considered papers by Mr. Woodbine Parish and Sir Thomas Bennett on ‘The 
Organisation of the Building Industry and the Architect’s Responsibility.’ 

In commending this report (the full text of which is printed in this issue) we 
shall express the hope that future reports of annual Conferences may be com- 
pleted before the incidence of the Conference following, but this in no way 
invalidates the usefulness of the Consultative Committee’s remarks. Not all 
of them may be commented on here, but all are deserving of the closest study 
by the industry. We say ‘industry’ because points concerning virtually all 
sides of building were raised at that Conference whose paramount virtue indeed, 
one for which Mr. Woodbine Parish was largely responsible, was that the 
architect’s place in building was discussed against the industrial background 
of which the architect forms part. 

It is most satisfactory to read from the report that work is in hand to give 
practical shape to some of the suggestions put forward at Harrogate. As an 
example, the request made that a simpler type of quantity surveying, especially 
for housing, should be agreed on has been considered, and a report will be 
made by the Consultative Committee to the Joint Contracts Tribunal. The 
establishment of some simpler system would be received at many hands with 
enthusiasm. Allied to it is the request made to the National Federation to 
reconsider the existing national quantities rule below which quantities need 
not be prepared for inviting contractors to tender, and also to lay down a 
superficial area below which the rule would not apply. This request has lately 
been reinforced by some of the local authorities, and something may now be 
done. 

Among a number of contractual matters raised was the suggestion that some 
system of penalising a client for frivolous changes of mind should be incor- 
porated in the contract. However desirable this may seem, any such move 
must lead to innumerable disputes as to what are ‘frivolous’ and what are 
‘reasonable’ variations. The Committee’s decision to issue a publication 
for popular consumption on the subject, setting out the advantages of going 
ahead in a building project on a fully-prepared scheme, may disappoint those 
who had looked for sterner action, but may produce results not less valuable. 

Perhaps the most vital matter considered is that of the means of preparation 
of cost data, a subject which also occupied a good deal of attention at this 
year’s Norwich Conference. It was pointed out at Harrogate that the informa- 
tion necessary for the preparation of cost data could be supplied by architects 
with the collaboration of quantity surveyors, but not simply through examina- 
tion of bills of quantities. ‘The Joint Consultative Committee,’ states the 
report, ‘ underlined that there were already many architects and quantity sur- 
veyors who were affording facilities for this kind of information. Quite apart 
from this, however, the RICS have been considering the problem and also that 
of providing and maintaining a service in the nature of a cost information 
service. It is not posssible at the present moment to say more on this important 
matter because the RICS are still giving further thought to the subject and the 
RIBA are being consulted.’ We are particularly glad to note that the RIBA 
is in the picture, for it was surprising to note in an announcement made by the 
RICS in the June number of ‘The Chartered Surveyor’ (see The Builder of 
June 15) that the research panel which the RICS propose to form did not 
specifically include the architect (unless the reference ‘ with representatives 
of the Building Research Station and such other organisations as it may be 
considered desirable to co-opt’ was to be taken as inclusion). The architect’s 
part in the preparation of the building cost data is of first-class importance, 


and we are glad to note from the Consultative Committee’s report that this is 
recognised.

A FACTUAL WARNING 


THE annual statistical feast known as the Blue Book on National Income 

and Expenditure has just been laid before its expert public, and the 
Treasury has been quick to give publicity, in the August Bulletin for Industry, 
summarised in this issue, to one of the Blue Book’s more disturbing conclusions. 
This is that wages and salaries rose by 8 per cent. between 1954 and 1955, 
whereas national output rose by only 3 per cent. Wages and salaries are two- 
thirds of all the ‘home-produced’ element in costs, the other third being profits, 
rent and income from self-employment. Gross profits rose only by 5 per cent., 
but (under the influence of the greater rise in wages) total home costs rose by 
6 per cent., or by 3 per cent. per unit of output. The corresponding rise between 
1953 and 1954 was 2 per cent. per unit of output. 

In other words, there has been an inflation—a fact familiar enough. But it 
is useful to have it all in black and white, because it brings us back to certain 
hard facts of arithmetic. Wages and salaries are three times as large as gross 
profits, but they are nearly 15 times as large as dividends ; the big claimants on 
the total of profits are the tax collector and the reserves which have paid for 
part of the great activity in replacing an extending plant and machinery. In 
consequence, the rise in wages in that single year 1954-55 was more than the 
whole total of dividends ; given industry’s commitment to a large volume of 
capital investment, it was quite inevitable that the higher wage-costs should 
be passed on in higher prices. If the Unions receive what many of them seem 
likely to demand this autumn, the same inexorable piece of arithmetic will pro- 
duce the same result, and Britain will be one step nearer the collapse of sterling. 

The melancholy significance of all this to the building industry is that wages 
and salaries per unit of output have been rising much faster in building than in 
manufacturing. The impression given by the Treasury’s statistics is not quite 
fair, for over a longer run of years building would be found sometimes with the 
virtuous industries whose wage costs per unit of output have increased little. 
But from 1953 to 1954 the rise is shown as 4 per cent., and from 1954 to 1955 
as no less than 10 per cent.—as against 7 per cent. in mining and quarrying, 
4 per cent. in manufacturing industry, and 4 per cent. in electricity, gas and 
water. Furthermore, there will have been a further rise from 1955 to 1956. 
In manufacturing—for instance, in the motor industry—the chief significance 
of these inflationary rises is that the competitive position of British exports is 
weakened. Building does not have to worry about foreign competition, but 
this does not mean that the inflationary spiral is of no account—especially when 
the rises in building wage-costs exceed those in other industries—for much build- 
ing work can be postponed, cut down or simplified. It can be argued that a 
moderate lightening of the load would bring its reward in greater efficiency ; 
the danger is of a really substantial slump, if people believe that building costs 
have risen out of all reason. Our quarterly articles on productivity and prices 
have shown no certain signs of an end to the rise in costs ; it will be a great 
day when the industry can pass on some benefits of higher productivity to its 
customers in the form of lower prices.

IR,—In your leading article on this 
subject last week you asked: * Does 
participation in such joint activities [i.e., 
official and group practice in the modern 
idiom] imply any moral dilemma for the 
man of conscience?”

Keeping the Architect Informed 
To the Editor of The Builder 


SI R,—Mail advertising increases con- 

tinually, and has now reached 
staggering proportions. The average 
professional man receives in his post 
daily at least half-a-dozen circular adver- 
tisements, and a simple calculation shows 
that, so far as the architectural profession 
alone is concerned, something like 36 
million postal missives of this kind are 
sent oui each year. The greater propor- 
tion by far of these goes straight into the 
waste-paper basket. 


It does not do to be dogmatic about 
this sort of thing, for many business men 
will say that it takes only a minute pro- 
portion of successful postal advertise- 
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ments to pay for their cost and still show 
a return, and the advertising industry 
itself will reply to adverse criticism to the 
effect that it must be obvious that the 
hard-headed business men who are their 
clients would not be so foolish as to 
indulge in an expensive operation such as 
this if it did not pay. A generation back 
such an answer might have been conclu- 
sive, but the present times produce so 
many anomalies that the argument is 
suspect. This is an age of very high 
taxation, and every business expense 
means some relief from taxation. It may 
well be that by taking this relief inte 
account it can be shown that the expense 
can be well covered, but this does not 
show the practice to be in the public 
interest. 

The cost to the public purse consists of 
first, a very considerable loss to the Inland 
Revenue; second, the cost of wages of 
postmen and sorters handling the extra 
mail; and third, the cost of added weight 
transported up and down the country, 
and the premises needed for its handling. 
Against this cost must be set the low 
postal rates upon printed matter. 

Have any Government statisticians 
attempted to discover whether the last 
item really pays for the services it covers, 
and, if not whether any public service is 
done by encouraging a continuance of 
the present practice? It may well be that 
the figures would show that the country 
does not lose by it, and if so that would 
end the matter. If not, then surely it is 
time that some check be placed upon a 
practice which is often an annoyance to 
busy people, and this check could be 
made either by the imposition of a 
heavier postal charge or by some limita- 
tion on the amount of money expendable 
on such advertising as a business expense. 
In the former case a very useful addition 
to the revenue would accrue; in the latter 
business men would begin to scrutinise 
very carefully where their advertising 
allocation should be placed, and the most 
productive sources tapped. 

For my part, I am quite sure that the 
essence of a good advertisement is, first, 
that it should inform as many people who 
wish to be informed, and annoy as few as 
possible who do not wish to be informed; 
second, that it should be in some recog- 
nised place where the seeker can readily 
find it; and third, that it should give the 
fullest information possible about the 
wares advertised. I express only a 
personal view when I say that the techni- 
cal Press is the place where these obvious 
conditions can best be satisfied in techni- 
cal matters, and that the non-technical 
magazines and the daily Press provide the 
proper medium for the lay reader. 

Some inquiry into the facts and figures 
of this daily broadcast of largely unwan- 
ted information seems, to one of your 
readers at least, to be overdue.

Sash Windows 
To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—Some types of medieval windows 
could be raised, and in 1393 Ripon 
Minster paid ‘in wages to two workmen 
(carpenters) making and fixing saches.’ 
This is quoted from Memorials of Ripon 
(Surtees Society, vol. iii, page 119) by 
Nathaniel Lloyd in his History of the 
English House; but whether such ‘ saches ’ 
remotely resembled the sash windows of 
the late seventeenth-century is a matter 
for conjecture. 

In their Theory and Elements of Archi- 
tecture, Robert Atkinson and Hope 
Bagenal give a list of early references to 
sash windows. The first occurs in 1519, 
the second in 1673, and they are 
mentioned by name in 1686-8 in connec- 
tion with work at Windsor Castle. This 
reference, quoted from St. John Hope’s 
Windsor Castle (vol. i, page 329) runs as 
follows: ‘Sarah Wyatt for a Sash Win- 
dow and Frame with Weights, Lynes and 
Pullyes and a Wainscott Window-board 
done in the Governor of the Castles Secre- 
taryes Office, 70s... McGrath and Frost 
in Glass in Architecture and Decoration 
state that ‘ The first recorded use of the 
balanced sliding sash in England was in 
1685, when the Banqueting Hall at White- 
hall, designed by Inigo Jones, was stripped 
of its original windows and provided with 
sashes.’ (Section ili, page 97.) The 
authors quote an advertisement from the 
London Gazette of June 4, 1691, which 
suggests that by that date sash windows 
were well established and in general use. 
Mr. Sherrington in his letter, published 
in your issue of August 24, mentions the 
early seventeenth-century example at 
Wickham Court, and I wholly agree with 
his view that sash windows were widely 
established in England after the middle 
of that century and were not introduced 
in the reign of William III.

It seems clear that the sash has been 
known of and used in this country much 
longer than is commonly supposed. The 
William Herman reference of 1519 is 
astonishing; few can have thought of the 
sash window in an early-Tudor context. 
The reference to Wickham Court (circa 
1620), is hardly less surprising. I feel, 
however, that sashes could not have been 
very widely known, even then, or surely 
Inigo Jones, with his fine sense of scale 
and proportion, would have used them 
for the Banqueting House, Whitehall 
(1619-21), instead of casements.

Retention Monies 


To the Editor of The Builder 


<IR,—Your report on 
Industry Brains Trust,’ published in 
your issue of June 22 last, is of interest 
to us all, and the particular reference to 
retention monies is of importance to all 
who assist in the financing of the indus- 
try. 

Whilst I understood that the retention 
monies were held to guarantee the rectifi- 
cation of defects, at the conclusion of the 
defects liability period, Mr. Gleed now 
confirms our suspicions that the retention 
fund is held as a safety margin by sur- 
veyors who should know better than 
create this type of contingency. 


Surely if the builder has completed the 
rectification of the defects during the de- 
fects liability period which has been de- 
fined in the contract documents, the re- 
tention monies should be released to him 
irrespective of the fact that the surveyor 
has failed to produce the final account. 


I have no up-to-date information re- 
garding the amount of money withheld 


from builders by this method of account- f 


ancy, but I am sure many builders would 
have less worry and fewer unpleasant 
interviews with bank managers if this 
ernicious system did not prevail. 


The position appears to have developed 
as a result of a lack of confidence on the 
part of surveyors to produce an accurate 
valuation, which not only results in the

As the houses were to be of traditional character, 
it was decided to incorporate some features common to 
Somerset—namely, the stone columns on both blocks 
and the inclusion of a large chimney stack, so often a 
feature in West Country farm houses. Construction is 
traditional with cavity walls of brickwork, solid ground 
floors and timber first floors. In the first-floor flats, 
however, staircases and floors are of concrete (Myko 
construction being used). Semastic tiles were used on 
all solid floors throughout the scheme.

The elevations have stone plinths consisting of 
Portland stone off-cuts, knapped on site ; and stacks 
and door reveals are also of the same material.

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HE Inch Primary School is designed for two-stream 
entry and provides places for 650 pupils; it 
serves the now completed Inch Housing Development 
in Edinburgh. It stands in the well planted park- 
land of the Inch House at the crest of a gentle south- 
easterly slope. There is an approach for motors 
from the main road through the park entrance but 
the school is linked to the housing area by footpaths. 
The infant and primary classrooms are contained 
in separate two-storey wings facing south-east. 
These are linked by a single-storey unit containing 
the general purpose classroom, the headmaster’s, 
secretary’s and janitor’s rooms. The corridor in 
this section is connected at the north-west with an 
entrance foyer giving access to the assembly hall 
with its stage and kitchen servery at opposite ends. 

The staffrooms and medical suite are on the first 
floor above the infants’ classrooms. There is a 
separate entrance for the medical rooms at the south- 
west end of this wing which also contains a radio 
room connected for loudspeaker plugs with he 
classrooms throughout the school. 

The planning arrangement of the foyer, assembly 
hall and servery allows them to be disconnected 
from the remainder of the school when the hall is 
being used for public purposes, by locking the doors

in the corridors leading from the foyer. 
lavatory accommodation is provided for 
occasions. 

The foyer is designed to serve as an exhibition 
gallery for children’s work, and cabinets with con- 
cealed lighting have been incorporated between the 
doorway recesses for this purpose. Aquaria contain- 
ing tropical and cold water fish form part of the 
design of the infants’ entrance hall which leads directly 
from the playground to the corridor linking the 
classrooms, cloakroom and lavatories in this wing. 
One of the first-year classrooms is planned on a semi- 
octagon to provide for variations in teaching arrange- 
ments. 

There are entrances at each end of the primary 
wing which are approached by the footpaths already 
mentioned, and a further access leading directly to 
the paved playground. 

The boilers and fuel store of the low-pressure 
heating and hot water supply systems are located in a 
basement room below the south-east end of the 
assembly hall, and the supply pipes radiate from this 
point to the various parts of the building in ducts 
below the corridor floors. The boilers are fed by 
automatic stoking apparatus, and classrooms are 
heated by means of thermostatically controlled fan

convector units in cupboards in the end walls. The 
foyer, corridors and smaller rooms are heated by 
radiators and the assembly hall by a combination 
of radiators with a convector unit. 

A janitor’s house was included as part of the build- 
ing contract and was completed and occupied well in 
advance of the school itself. 

The construction combines a reinforced concrete 
frame and floors with brickwork panels, as well as 
some load-bearing brickwork. The panels between 
the first and ground floor windows of the primary 
wing are hung with cedar shingles, and hot-dipped 
galvanised steel cladding covers the reinforced con- 
crete columns dividing the windows. The pitched 
roofs are covered with patent prefabricated, copper- 
sheeted panels of insulating board, and the flat roofs 
with asphalt over a deep insulating screed. The 
brickwork above the base courses is plastered and 
finished with machine-cast textured rendering. 

First-floor classrooms are laid with studded rubber 
floor tiles to reduce sound transmission. Elsewhere

classrooms and corridors are laid with thermoplastic 
tiles. The floor of the headmaster’s room is of 
Iroko blocks and the strip floor of the assembly hall 
is of beech. The glazed entrance doors are in opepe 
and in the panelling and doors of the assembly hall 
combined use is made of gurjun and sapele. The 
recessed writing desk, shelves and cupboards in the 
staff common room are in oak. The door and window 
surrounds in the foyer wall are of natural Blaxter 
stone and the space in front paved with riven olive 
green Westmorland slate. Staircases and lavatories 
have panelled, polished terrazzo floors and _ this 
material is also used for the internal window cills. 
All classrooms are fitted with venetian blinds. 


In siting the building the existing trees have been 
preserved and some additional trees and shrubs are 
to be planted.

Rebuilding of Montredon 
After War Damage 
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5 W AEN the Germans razed part of 
a Montredon, at the southern ex- 
‘tremity of Marseilles’ habitable strip of 
Scoas, and constructed fortifications on 
‘the site, the owners of the destroyed 
Shous:s naturally looked forward to the 
‘time when their homes would be rebuilt 
F exac ly as they had stood before the war. 
>But vhen the time for rebuilding came 
‘prices had soared and the compensation 
paye ole under French law would not have 
pern tted the re-erection of the houses 
exac 'y as they once had been. Planning 
requ ements, too, demanded that a more 
Sraticial layout of ground plots be 
ado} .ed if possible. 


In these circumstances the Ministry of 
Rec: nstruction’s regional officers got to- 
‘geth r with the people of Montredon to 
‘see what could be done. In France the 
' Min stry is responsible for town planning 
as w ll as war damage rehabilitation. The 
own: rs eventually agreed to pair off, and 
‘each pair agreed to accept as compensa- 
"tion a house divided into two separate 
| dwel ings. In several cases exchanges of 
‘ground, to facilitate this arrangement, 
were Organised. 
















The idea of the ‘co-property *— one 
p building divided among several separate 

owners—is not by any means new on the 
Continent.

not ignorant of the semi-detached house. 

However, the co-properties of Montre- 
don are different from both of these. They 
consist neither of identical storeys laid 
one on top of the other, nor of sym- 
metrical structures divided by a party 
wall. Each house, an entity in itself, is of 
a different design to all its neighbours 
and each half of every house is different 
from its fellow in layout, in the design of

its entrance, and in other details. In fact, 
the buildings might well be described as 
highly individual collective dwellings, for 
while not being separate they certainly 
cater to the full for a highly individualistic 
outlook—the outlook of the Marseillais 
whose ideal is a little house on its own 
plot of ground with a high wall round the 
garden. 


A loggia style of building, akin to the 
traditional forms seen in Provence and 
on the Cote d’Azur, was specified for all 
the houses. This gives the whole estate a 
certain cohesion, and that in itself is 
something rare in Marseilles. Though 
“space planning, as compared with, say, 
Dutch standards, is noticeably absent, 
the bright colours in which the houses 
are painted make them extremely 
attractive to look at.

HE official opening of the building took place on 
Friday, July 6, by the Rt. Hon. Nigel Birch 

in the presence of the Mayor of Bebington and Mayor 
of Birkenhead and a representative gathering of the 
industry, including the President of the Liverpool 
and District Architects’ Association, and the President 
of the Liverpool Regional Federation of Building 
Trades Employers. The offices are designed to house 
a complete builders’ staff of approximately 65 people. 


The ground floor comprises visitors’ waiting- 
rooms, entrance hall, telephone kiosk, and com- 
missionaire. Kitchen and dining-room for members 
of the staff and directors’ dining-room separate. 
Stationery stores and records office. Office for 
visiting surveyors doing final settlements, etc., and 
timekeepers’ office with large strong-room and 
contract manager’s office. 


The first floor contains a board-room, four 
directors’ separate rooms, drawing office, offices for 
tendering department, costing and research, typists’ 


office, comptometers and printing-room. 


The building is reinforced framed, faced with 
buff facing bricks and artificial stone dressings. 
Main entrance surround of quarzite. — 

Teak generally is the dominating theme for doors 
and furnishings in important rooms. Wall decora- 
tions to offices include some modern wallpapers and 
the remainder in paint in bright colours. 

An internal telephone system has been provided 
to cover all departments, including the outside factory 
and maintenance workshops. 

The factory space provides ample accommodation 
for engineers’ machine shop with tools and tackle 
for maintaining the company’s fleet of heavy 
machinery and transport. A much larger factory 
has been provided for the manufacture of artificial 
stone in varying forms. 


The factory construction is in shell concrete, which 
will be maintenance-free for many years. 


The whole site is 3.25 acres, the offices have a floor 
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area of 7,745 sq. ft., and a cube content of 
99,261 cu. ft. In the workshops, the 
precast shop is 8,108 sq. ft., and the fitters’ 
shop is 3,995 sq. ft. in area—a total of 
12,103 sq. ft., and a cube content of 
297,708 cu. ft. The total accommodation 
is 19,848 sq. ft. or 396,969 cu. ft. 

The construction consists of a reinforced 
concrete frame, in situ hollow tile floor, 
and reinforced concrete barrel vault roof, 
designed by Twisteel and carried out by 
Lloyd and Cross, Ltd. 

The eleven-inch cavity brickwork panel 
walls have 23 in. buff rustic facing bricks. 
The internal partitions are timber studs 
ind breeze blocks. 

The heating is by low-pressure hot 
water in offices and steam unit heaters in 
vorkshops. There is a Cochran upright 
olid-fuel boiler with automatic stoking,

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and the fuel consumption when working 
to full capacity is 6-7 tons a week. There 
is fuel storage for approximately four 
weeks’ working. Water softening is carried 
out for the boiler. Domestic hot water 
for summer working only is provided by a 
gas-fired boiler.

DECISIONS 


Olton Housing Scheme Rejected 
by Minister 


MPMHE refusal of Solihull Borough Council 

to permit the development of eight 
acres of land near Grange-road, Olton, for 
housing purposes has been upheld by the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government 
on appeal. 

Mr. T. R. Padmore, who lives near the 
appeal site, proposed to erect 24 ‘ good- 
quality’ houses on the land at the south- 
west corner of Olton Reservoir. 

There is no doubt, states the Minister 
in the course of his decision, that Olton 
Reservoir and the surrounding land could 
form a recreational area of considerable 
value. 


Minister Allows Calcite Working 
in Peak District 
N spite of opposition from the Peak Park 
Planning Board and the Council for 
the Preservation of Rural England, the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government 
has decided to allow the appeal by Mr. 
Harry Eaton against the Board’s refusal to 
permit the winning and working of calcite 
on the southern slopes of Hay Dale, near 
Wheston. The local inquiry into the appeal 
was heard in February last by Mr. F. J. K. 
Brindley, one of the Ministry’s inspectors. 
The letter giving the Minister’s decision 
says that at the inquiry it was stated, on 
behalf of Mr. Eaton, that calcite was a 
valuable mineral in short supply and that 
it was in the public interest that the 12-ft.- 
wide vein, which outcropped on the dale 
side, should be worked. It was expected 
to extract about seven tons of calcite daily 
and to drive a horizontal adit into the 
hillside. There was also a possibility of 
finding lead ore. The only surface buildings, 
apart from a loading-dock, would be two 
small ones, and when sufficient progress 
had been made these would be moved into 
the adit and be out of sight of passers-by. 
Explosives would be used about four times 
daily, but the charges would be small and 
cause no annoyance to residents in the 
locality. It was not expected that the amount 
of spoil would exceed 3 cwt. daily and this 
would be spread in the bottom of the dale. 
For the appellant it was also stated that 
the operations planned were on such a small 
scale that they would have no detrimental 
effect on amenity. 


‘Amenity of Prior Importance’ 


For the Planning Board it was stated that 
the preservation of amenity within the area 
of the National Park was of prior import- 
ance and that they believed that new mineral 
workings should only be permitted when it 
was clearly in the national interest. The 
Board maintained that the area of the appeal 
site had considerable scenic value. The old 
mineral track along the bottom of the dale 
was now a public right-of-way and was 
extensively used by walkers, and the appeal 
site was clearly visible from this track and 
from a footpath on the north-eastern side 
of the dale. The Board also stated that 
they were prepared to permit mineral work- 
ing in appropriate circumstances and that 
since July, 1948, 51 consents had been 
issued. The Board considered that these 


minerals should continue to be obtained 
from existing workings and that there was 
no justification for opening up any new 
workings in unspoiled areas. Finally, they 
were of the opinion that the quantity of 
calcite the appellant proposed to extract was 
too small to have any significant effect on 
the national economy. The Board was also 
supported by the CPRE, who stressed the 
beauty of the dale and its popularity with 
walkers. 


BIRMINGHAM 
‘FLATTED’ FACTORIES 


Loan Sanction for Second Project 


THE Minister of Housing and Local 
Government has granted loan sanction for 
£254,000 expenditure on Birmingham’s 
second ‘skyscraper’ factory, at Holloway 
Head, which is to be built by the Corpora- 
tion to house in ‘flats’ small firms 
uprooted by redevelopment. This was 
announced by COUNCILLOR FRANK PRICE, 
chairman of the city’s public works com- 
mittee, on August 16. 

The probable starting date would be 
August 27, he said, and it was hoped to 
complete the building in 18 months. The 
first ‘flatted’ factory, in Dartmouth-street, 
was aiready under construction and good 
progress was being made. 

The new building, 90 ft. high, is to be 
partly covered with glass walls which are 
designed to prevent smog damage and cut 
costs in cleaning stonework. There is a 
75,000 sq. ft. working area distributed over 
six storeys plus a lower ground-floor and 
basement. About 20 firms are expected to be 
found accommodation in the factory, and 
the response from manufacturers is under- 
stood to have been encouraging. 

Councillor Price said: ‘This is a very 
necessary experiment for an industrial city 
like Birmingham, built on a foundation of 
the smaller firms. Flatted factories are part 
of our contribution towards rehabilitation 
and we hope it will be a success. There is 
certainly a need.’ 

The architect is Mr. Philip Skelcher, 
FRIBA, in conjunction with the City Archi- 
tect, Mr. A. G. Sheppard Fidler, FRIBA, 
AMTPI. The builders are Turriff Construc- 
tion Co., Ltd., of Warwick.

National Buildings Record. The nuraber 
of photographs now held by the National 
Buildings Record totals over the :alf. 
million mark; they are filed in the NBR 
headquarters near Regent’s Park. 

Mr. CEcIL FARTHING, BA, ISA, 
Deputy Director of the National B ‘ild- 
ings Record, told our correspon:ient 
during an interview that the negatives will 
prove very valuable to architects and 
students of interior design. ‘ They repre- 
sent a very good picture of what inte: iors 
of famous country houses looked iike 
during the latter part of the last century, 
he said. 

Lost Mansions 


Among the many famous houses 
photographed by NBR which have »een 
or are to be demolished are: Bowvod, 
begun by Henry Keen with interior 
decoration by Robert Adam; Round way 
Park (Wilts), an 18th-century mansion; 
Kirkleatham Hall in the North Riding of 
Yorks, a Jacobean house with interior 
detail by Chambers and Carr of York; 
Eggington Hall (Derby); Panshanger 
(Herts), built by the Reptons in 1801; 
West Grinstead Park (Sussex) a pic- 
turesque mansion of John Nash’s middle 
period; Scriven Hall (Yorks); and Birch 
Hall (Essex). 

Another great house to be pulled down 
in the future is Scrivelsby Court, near 
Horncastle in Lincolnshire, the home of 
the Dymokes, the Champions of England.

The National Buildings 
Record has already completed its pic- 
torial record of the main features of this 
building.

‘ Bad Planning’ Alleged 


THE SITING of new blocks of eight-storey 
flats under construction on the Rubery Farm 
and Dowery Farm Estates is worrying 
Birmingham planners. Questions may be 
asked at the next city council meeting on 
behalf of tenants’ in adjoining maisonnettes, 
who say the new flats overlook their homes, 
destroy their privacy and ruin their view. 

CLLR. FRANK PRICE, public works com- 
mittee chairman, said recently: ‘We must 
admit that the planning there is bad.’ The 
planning committee had inspected the site 
and was ‘very disturbed’ by what it had 
seen. 

He had lived in the central areas of the 
city and knew what it was like in over- 
crowded conditions. The cause of the 
trouble was ‘trying to get a quart inio 4 
pint pot’—the need to increase housing 
densities to offset the shortage of buil:jing 
land in the city.

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The Organisation of the Building Industry 


Report by the Joint Consultative Committee on Points 
Raised at the British Architects’ Conference, 1955 


During the course of the British Architects’ Conference held at Nor- 
wich in June last, it was stated that various points raised at the previous 
Conference at Harrogate were under consideration by the Joint Con- 
suliative Committee of Architects, Quantity Surveyors and Builders. 
The Committee’s comments have now been published and are printed 


below. 


They arise from discussion of the Conference theme : ‘ The 


Organisation of the Building Industry and the Architect’s Responsi- 
bility,’ introduced by Sir Thomas Bennett and Mr. David Woodbine 


Parish. 
Tendering 


PHE existing system of competitive 

tendering was subject to some dis- 
paraging references although at the same 
time it was pointed out that always to 
negotiate contracts could not provide the 
reali answer. If the principle of negotia- 
tion were taken too far there would be 
no sound basis upon which to judge the 
amount at which any particular contract 
should be assessed, unless some really 
efficient price exchange system were 
established. 


The report which gave birth to the 
formation of the Joint Consultative 
Conimittee was that of the joint Com- 
mittee on Tendering Procedure sitting 
under the chairmanship of Sir Howard 
Robertson and one whole section of this 
Report (Section II) was given over to 
supporting the Simon Committee’s 
Report on the desirability of selective 
tendering, and this matter has been 
actively pursued. In considering this 
subject, the Joint Consultative Committee 
were able to refer to a report of one of 
their sub-committees which had con- 
sidered the ‘Chantier experimental’ 
competition at Strasbourg. Under the 
terms of this competition, teams of archi- 
tects, engineers, contractors and manu- 
facturers submitted a planned scheme, 
the first prize for which was the contract. 
In this country acceptable model condi- 
tions of competition have been. drawn up 
under. the aegis of the Ministry of 
Housing and Local Government; but so 
far as it is possible to discover at present, 
only in Sheffield is there any likelihood 
of such a scheme being started. In view 
of the differences between French con- 
tractual procedure and that which applies 
in the United Kingdom, no really valid 
conclusions could be arrived at without 
such a competition being completed in 
this country. 


The Joint Consultative Committee 
have also approached the London 
County Council with the request that 
they should be kept informed of the 
progress and results of the Picton-street 
Scheme, the subject of an article in 
the December, 1955, RIBA Journal, 
and it is hoped that much can be learnt 
from this project and its attendant results 
Which will help to enable the relative 
methods of tendering to be put in proper 
Perspective. 

On the broader issue it was thought 
that all too often the complaints made 
against competitive tendering were un- 


justified and related possibly only to the 
use of indiscriminate competitive tender- 
ing, upon which basis it has been 
already agreed that the practice is harm- 
ful to the building industry. 


Quantity Surveying 


It was asked at the Conference that a 
simpler type of quantity surveying should 
be agreed upon, with particular emphasis 
on housing projects. 

The Standard Method of Measurement 
Committee have for some time been 
looking into the problem of simplification 
of the standard method of measurement. 
So far all the suggestions which have 
been received are principally devoted to 
the clarification of the existing method 
rather than to its simplification. The 
Joint Consultative Committee were in 
agreement with the aim of simplification 
and are trying to obtain from the regional 
committee some suggestions directed to 
this need and at the same time urging 
that simplification should be expedited if 
it is possible. 

The National Federation of Building 
Trades Employers have been asked to 
reconsider the existing national quantities 
rule with a view to increasing the value 
below which quantities need not be pre- 
pared for inviting contractors to tender, 
and also laying down a superficial area 
below which the rule would not apply. 

It was also queried at the Conference 
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whether it would not be both possible 
and desirable to reduce the number of 
documents which have to be taken into 
account when tendering, by combining 
the specification and bills of quantities. 
Consideration of this question by the 
Practice Committee led them to the belief 
that the suggestion could be implemented 
if the bilk items included the general 
clauses and trade requirements. The 
architect would also be responsible for 
the provision of schedules showing the 
location of the work. The Joint Con- 
sultative Committee felt that the difficulty 
was that in the event of conflict there 
would be confusion because the specifica- 
tion was not a document prepared for the 
purpose of pricing. On the other hand, 
if the suggestion were really directed to 
annotated drawings it was felt that the 
object could be achieved by converting 
the specification into a series of schedules, 
each of which would be cross-referenced. 
The whole matter requires further con- 
sideration, which the Joint Consultative 
Committee are undertaking, and in view 
of the possible effect on the Standard 
Form of Contract a report of their con- 
clusions will be made to the Joint Con- 
tracts Tribunal. 
Reciprocal Services 

There was yet another suggestion con- 
cerning the bills of quantities, which was 
that they should contain some provision 
for a list of reciprocal services to be 
provided by the contractor and the sub- 
contractors respectively. This suggestion 
would also apply to the forms of tender 
for sub-contractors. When considering 
this the Joint Consultative Committee 
were reminded that if the nature of any 
particular specialist work required 
abnormal services on either side, these 
must be particularly described. Reference 
was also made to an article in the 
Journal of the RICS, published in 
December, 1954, in which it was pointed 
out that ‘ omnibus ’ items in the prelimin- 
aries of bills of quantities did not meet 
the intention of the Standard Method of 
Measurement. The article continued by 
pointing out that the detailing of the

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services required should be sufficient to 
enable the principal contractor to esti- 
mate the extent of the work involved. 


Planning Approvals 


Much has been said on the subject of 
planning approvals, but the particular 


criticism made at the Conference was © 


directed at unnecessary delays resulting 
in the building owner becoming impatient 
and trying to force the pace once the 
permission has been obtained. 

It has been stated that delays occur 
when some additional Ministry is con- 
cerned. The statutory period for 
approval in these cases is three months as 
opposed to two in the normal case, but 
even this extended time is often over- 
run. The Town and Country Planning 
and Housing Committee are at present 
working on the basis that where more 
than one body is concerned in giving 
approvals to any one application this 
should be sought concurrently from those 
bodies. It was thought that if this could 
be done a source of inconvenience to the 
building industry and to prospective 
builder owners would be removed and 
might well result in more time being 
available for preplanning. 


Sub-contractors 


Dissatisfaction was expressed with the 
method by which the contractor is left 
to find a sub-contractor when the archi- 
tect has specified the work to be done. 
It was also pointed out that in many 
projects it would not be possible to pro- 
duce the drawing for a well-thought-out 
building unless the principal sub- 
contractors had already been appointed. 

In discussing these observations the 
Joint Consultative Committee concluded 
that the contractor ought to be given the 
opportunity of quoting in respect of such 
work, provided that he had a suitable 
department for the execution of it. 

Closely coupled with these points was 
the criticism of the contractor who tends 
to adopt the attitude that the architect, 
having stipulated which nominated sub- 
contractor was to do the work, should be 
responsible for organising such work. The 
contractor then fails to ensure that the 
sub-contractor’s work is properly related 
to a time schedule or even to find out 
when the sub-contractor’s work starts 
and finishes. The Joint Consultative 
Committee appreciated the need for 
better control of sub-contractors and 
would expect this to form at least part 
of the basis of future management 
studies. When considered by the Practice 
Committee this was connected with 
another matter, namely, that of a need 
for standard conditions of tender for sub- 
contractors. It was felt that the produc- 
tion of such a form would lead to better 
integration, particularly where it was 
linked with the standard form of sub- 
contract, thus obviating the irritation of 
closely printed conditions frequently 
attached by the sub-contractor who is 
tendering, which few people read, or 
fully appreciate once read. 

Whether or not standard conditions of 
tender for sub-contracted work should be 
devised and put into use were the ques- 
tions discussed by the Federation of 
Associations of Specialists and Sub- 


Contractors with the Joint Consultative 
Committee. The latter Committee gave 
further thought to the matter following 
on this joint discussion and some diffi- 
culties became apparent which remain to 
be resolved before any drafting can 
actually be done. tint 

One subject which is of concern to 
the RIBA alone and therefore has not 
been referred for joint consultation is the 
position which arises when the architect 
uses the design of a specialist sub- 
contractor instead of an independent 
consultant. In such a case there is clearly 
included in the tender an amount payable 
in respect of the design services rendered 
upon which the architect will be 
remunerated. On the other hand, if an 
independent consultant is employed then 
the RIBA scale provides for a reduction 
of the architect’s fees with a maximum 
reduction of one-sixth of his fee on the 
cost of the whole scheme. One matter 
of importance in this connection is that 
stressed by the Practice Committee, 
which is that where the design of a sub- 
contractor is accepted there is no reduc- 
tion of the architect’s responsibility to 
his client. The Practice: Committee have 
yet to make their report on this question. 


Contractual Matters 


Some uneasiness was felt at the Con- 
ference on the subject of claims being 
made by contractors. In Sir Thomas 
Bennett’s phrasing ‘it should be possible 
each month when financial statements 
are issued for the builder to be com- 
pelled to give notice to the architect of 
work which he considers has involved 
additional cost, with some estimate of 
the amount, and this should be returned 
regularly to the clients so that they know 
how their costs are running. If the 
builder has not declared his additional 
cost in this way he should be precluded 
from claiming it at a later date.’ 

It is essential that a distinction should 
be drawn between ‘variations’ which 
involve extra work which will have to be 
valued under Clause 9 of the RIBA 
Contract and ‘claims’ which are made 
under Clause 1 of the Contract, where 
provision is made for loss to the con- 
tractor which is not contemplated by the 
contract. As and when extras and 
omissions arise the employer should be 
kept informed. 

On the ‘claims’ issue, it was the view 
of the Joint Consultative Committee that 
contractors should be precluded from 
reserving claims until the completion of 
the works. In fairness, however, the 
burden placed upon the contractor 
should not be more than merely making 
him give notice of a claim at the time 
it occurs. This will then enable the archi- 
tect to handle the matter more con- 
veniently than if it were delayed until 
the end of the contract, when much of 
the reason for the claim may virtually be 
untraceable. It would not usually be 
practicable for the contractor to give a 
figure for his claim when it actually 
arose. 

In conjunction with many other points 
concerning the same matter the Joint 
Contracts Tribunal will consider this in 
the general revision of the Standard 
Form of Contract. 
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On another contractual issue it was 
suggested that some system of penalising 
a client for frivolous changes of mind 
should be incorporated in the Contract 
as, for example, charging double day. 
work charges in respect of the alteration, 
The suggestion as put would of course 
lead to innumerable disputes as to what 
was and what was ‘not ‘frivolous.’ The 
probability is that anything aimed at 
fairly dissuading a client from making 
unnecessary variations would create the 
same difficulty. On the other hand it 
would be unwarrantable arbitrarily to 
penalise all variations. Very largely the 
answer may be found in educating the 
public on the advantages of pre-planning, 
To this end the Joint Consultative Com. 
mittee propose to issue a joint publica- 
tion on the subject following the lines 
of the two documents already prepared, 
the one by the RIBA and the NFBTE 
and the other by the RICS. 


Research 


The particular criticism made at the 
Conference was that the _ buiiding 
industry, as opposed to other industries, 
is casual about its research and has not 
subsidised it. 

The statement itself is not accurate and 
was considered by the Joint Consultative 
Committee to be far too sweeping. It is 
to be appreciated that the responsibility 
of a contractor is to assemble materials 
and components to complete a building 
in the way in which he is directed to 
do so by the architect, in which he differs 
essentially from producers who are able, 
to some extent, to dictate precisely what 
they will and what they will not produce. 

In 1950 the Ministry of Works pub- 
lished the Working Party Report on 
Building, and in one section (paragraph 
165) the particular question ‘ Should the 
industry take over its own research ?’ 
was considered. The conclusion arrived 
at by the Working Party was that the 
responsibility for building research 
should remain, as at present, largely with 
government agencies. With this conclu- 
sion the Joint Consultative Committee 
agree, bearing in mind that a contribu- 
tion is made by the NFBTE to the Build- 
ing Research Station and also that there 
are some large contractors who under- 
take research and have their own 
research departments. 

It was pointed out at the Conference 
that the information necessary for the 
preparation of cost data by the Building 
Research Station or by any other body 
could be supplied by architects with the 
collaboration of quantity surveyors, but 
not simply through examination of bills 
of quantities. It was therefore suggested 
that some system for the collation of 
such information might be set up. 

The Joint Consultative Committee 
underlined that there were already many 
architects and quantity ‘surveyors who 
were affording facilities for this kind of 
information. Quite apart from this, how- 
ever, the RICS have been considering 
the problem and also that of providing 
and maintaining a service in the mature 
of a cost information service. It is not 
possible at the present moment to say 
more on this important matter because 
the RICS are still giving further though!

to the subject and the RIBA are being 
consulted. 


Education 
Considerable stress was laid on the 
suggestion that architects, quantity 


surveyors and builders should ensure that 
the industry has a comprehensive system 
of day and evening education with a 
wide choice of method and a substantial 
degree of mutual training. 


At the end of January 1956 the Joint 
Consultative Committee convened a con- 
ference on the subject of Joint Training, 
the outcome of which has been a Joint 
Advisory Committee on Training in the 
Building Industry, whose terms of refer- 
ence are as follows: ‘To explore current 
systems of training and to make recom- 
mendations for future action, including 
the setting up of a committee as 
envisaged in the resolution passed at the 
Building ‘Training Conference held on 
January 31, 1956.’ The point has been 
referred to this Committee, which has 
only recently been inaugurated. 


An allegation considered by the Joint 
Consultative Committee was that the site 
staff’s standard of education falls far 
below what is essential and far below the 
standard of men similarly employed in 
Stable factory production. The committee 
agreed that the standard of training for 
Site staff could be improved, but they 
could not agree that there was any evi- 
dence to suggest it was ‘far below’ that 
of static industry. The training of 
general foremen has now reached a stage 
where a scheme for courses and related 
examinations has been prepared. It was 
feit that the matter was not one which 
could be dismissed at this and therefore it 
has also been referred to the Joint Advi- 
sory Committee mentioned above. 


Management 


Mr. Woodbine Parish thought that 
there ought to be set up a study group to 
consider the whole question of manage- 
ment practices with a view to establishing 
a code of management practice applic- 
able to the broad needs of the industry. 
Directly resulting from this suggestion, 
and as far as architects are concerned, a 
Conference on Architectural Office Man- 
agement was arranged by the York Insti- 
tute of Architectural Study. Following 
on this, the York Institute has decided 
to hold a course on Architectural Project 
Management at York in 1957, the sub- 
jects in which will range from the brief 
to the conclusion of the project. 


The Joint Consultative Committee also 
noted the Building Advisory Service con- 
ducted by the NFBTE. This service 
undertakes investigation for any firm 
engaged in building, joinery manufacture, 
engineering or work for the building 
industry in connection with the following 
subjects: work study, incentive bonus 
schemes, materials handling, mechanisa- 


tion, programming, site organisation, 
costing, office organisation, personnel 
administration. 


Operatives 


Two substantial points were made on 
this subject at the Conference. The first 
was that the principal method of recruit- 
ing the craftsmen of the industry was by 
apprenticeship, but some of the members 
of the industry expected the others to 
train their craftsmen for them. Clearly 
the need is to persuade employing firms 
to take on more apprentices. This was 
the main theme of the apprenticeship re- 
cruitment campaign which has _ been 
actively operated in the building industry 
since the war. It is true that some large 
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firms carrying out big projects have 
shown reluctance to take on apprentices 
for those jobs, chiefly because they antici- 
pate completion of the job long before 
that of the apprenticeship. It was to 
mitigate this difficulty that the appren- 
ticeship schemes allowed apprentice in- 
dentures to be transferred, in suitable 
cases, to another employer. That pro- 
vision has been operated on many occa- 
sions and the interested parties in the 
industry are well aware of it. 

The second point was that at present 
operatives were recruited either as skilled 
craftsmen or unskilled labourers. It 
would appear that there was an inter- 
mediate stage and it might be that the 
industry must train men who did not 
pretend to be fully fledged craftsmen. 
This might perhaps be better done in 
training establishments rather than by 
apprenticeship. The Joint Consultative 
Committee agreed that such a proposal 
would involve a fundamental change in 
the wage structure of the building indus- 
try by introducing a grade of workers 
intermediate between craftsmen and 
labourers. A change of this magnitude 
could only be effected by agreement 
between the National Executives of the 
NFBTE and the NFBTO, duly ratified 
by the constituent bodies. Although 
“wage structure” committees on each 
side have explored the possibilities, 
neither has published any definite con- 
clusions; but the matter already forms 
part of the general review of the present 
industrial position which is being carried 
out, informally, at joint meetings of re- 
presentatives of the National Executives. 
It is probably wiser that the subject 
should be approached in that way, as 
otherwise serious labour disputes could 
be precipitated. It was noted by the 
committee that Mr. D. N. Chester, War- 
den of Nuffield College, Oxford, has been 
examining the wage structure of the 
building industry. 

Publicity 

It was suggested that the building in- 
dustry should organise travelling sym- 
posia at central points throughout the 
country dealing with the various aspects 
of the building industry. When con- 
sideration was given to this suggestion 
it was noted that the Ministry of Works 
already held exhibitions of this kind, as 
does the NFBTE, either jointly with the 
Ministry of Works or alone, and that 
there is also the Building Exhibition. The 
item was already sufficiently covered, it 
was felt, by the publicity given -to the 
industry by these exhibitions. 


Inspection 


Criticism was directed at builders on 
the ground that some will do good work- 
manship only if policed by the architect. 
It was said that the building industry 
should introduce its own system of in- 
spection or alternatively that there should 
be a national system of building inspec- 
tion. 

The Joint Consultative Committee did 
not consider the suggestion to be practic- 
able, in that any form of voluntary sys- 
tem would depend upon those contractors 
who were prepared to enter into the 
scheme. It was thought that those con- 
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tractors who would be prepared so to do 
were already doing what was required of 
them. The system of registration con- 
ducted by the National House Builders’ 
Registration Council: provides an answer 


in the case of house building and there 
is, of course, a limited system of inspec- 
tion already in existence nationally, 
namely, the by-laws which are enforced 
through the local authorities.

Rising Costs of Production 


T= White Paper ‘The Economic Impli- 
cations of Full Employment’ (Cmd. 
9725) demonstrated that prices ,had risen 
since the war mainly because home costs 
had risen faster than the national output. 
The present article, based on figures in the 
latest National Income Blue Book,* sets 
out more fully the movements in different 
components of home costs, and comments 
particularly on that movement in the last 
two years. ; 
The Division of Costs 


Home costs are the incomes earned by 
individuals or companies in exchange for 
goods and services produced. This is how 
the total was divided in 1955:

Wages and salaries are two-thirds of the 
total. They are rather over three times as 
big as gross profits, which make up one- 
fifth of the total. Gross profits are profits 
of corporate enterprises before taxation, 
depreciation, or allocation to reserves; 
these reserves are the main source of funds 
for new indusfrial investment. A split of 
company profits follows.

Two points stand out about the move- 
ment of home costs of production in 1954 
and 1955. The first is that total home cost 
per unit of output rose faster in 1955 than 
in 1954. The second is that in 1954 wages 
and salaries per unit of output and profits 
ver unit of output rose by about the same 
amount—2 per cent. In 1955, wages and 
salaries per unit of output rose markedly 
more than profits per unit of output— 
5 per cent as against 1 per cent. 


Labour Costs by Industry 


It is possible to give some industrial 
analysis of wages and salaries per unit 
of output. It is not possible to do the 
same for gross profits per unit of output, 
for profits are much affected by changes 
in the valuation of stocks, and these are 
not analysed by industry. The following 
table sets out, on the same basis as the 
previous one, the movements of wages 
and salaries per unit of output in industry, 
and in its four main sub-divisions:

These indices must be interpreted with 
caution. They are based on a wide and 
complex range of National Income data, 
and they are necessarily subject to sub- 
stantial and varying degrees of error, ‘The 
indices are, nevertheless, a_ sufficiently 
reliable guide to broad trends. Their 
significance is, of course, the greater the 
longer the period over which comparisons 
are made. 

The outstanding fact is this: in 1954 
wages and salaries in industry rose only 
slightly faster than output, so that wages 
and salaries per unit of output rose 1 ver 
cent. In 1955, wages and salaries rose twice 
as fast as output; and per unit of output, 
they went up 4 per cent. This acceleration 
of the rise in labour costs is common to all 
the four sub-groups. In building «nd 
contracting the rise in wages and salaries 
per unit of output went up from 4 per cent 
to 10 per cent; in mining and quarrying, 


. from 4 per cent to 7 per cent; in electricity, 


gas, and water from—1 per cent to 4 per 
cent; and in the manufacturing industry 
from 0 to 4 per cent. 


When this rise in labour costs in industry 
is assessed in relation to the general 
economic situation, two points stand out. 
First, there is generally more scope in 
industry, especially the manufacturing 
industry, for raising productivity than there 
is in the rest of the economy. This makes it 
easier for industry to offset, or more than 
offset, increased wages and salaries by 
increased output, thereby stabilising or 
reducing labour costs. Elsewhere in the 
economy it is more difficult to increase 
productivity than in industry. Conse- 
quently, if labour costs per unit of output 
are to stay stable for the whole economy, 
Jabour costs per unit of output in industry 
need to fall. 

Secondly, it appears that there has been 
no comparable increase in labour costs in 
W. Germany. The recent report by officials 
on German competition* suggests that 
between 1950 and 1955 labour costs per 
unit of output in manufacturing industry 
rose by more than a quarter in the U.K. 
and only about 2 per cent in Germany. 
From 1954 to 1955, while they rose 
substantially in the U.K., in W. Germany 
they appear not to have risen. 


1956—and After 


The figures set out above ended in 1955. 
It is not possible to give any figures of 
gross profits per unit of output in 1956, 
since profits declared in the first half-year 
relate to accounting periods ended some 
months earlier. But there must have been 
a further rise—and a not inconsiderable 
one—in labour costs in industry, since the 
wage-rates index in June was 8 per cent 
higher than a year earlier, and the industrial 
production index about the same.

VERY year since the war there has 

been an increase in the volume of 
resources put into fixed investment*; 
houses, factories, and other buildings; 
plant and machinery; ships and aircraft; 
and industrial and commercial vehicles. 
Part of this is to offset capital consumption 
(the using up of assets by wear and tear 


} and obsolescence) and so to maintain our 


capital assets. The rest, net investment, 
has been the real addition to our capital 
Not all investment contributes 
directly to production, e.g., housing; 
it is through investment in such assets as 


factories and machinery—‘productive’ in- 


vestrnent—that production grows in 
volume and efficiency, helping to sustain 
our competitive position abroad and the 
rise in living standards at home. 


For the first time official figures are 
availablet which divide the total of fixed 
investment between capital consumption 
and net investment in the U.K., for 1938 
and 1948 to 1955. By excluding housing 
it is also possible to get an approximate 
figure -for ‘productive’ net investment. 
The main conclusions to be drawn are: 


1. Total net investment had recovered to 
93 per cent of 1938 by 1950; it fell in the 
next two years but passed the 1938 figure 
in 1953.. In 1955 it was 37 per cent above 
1938 and 87 per cent above 1948. 


2. Net investment in plant and 
machinery was already 37 per cent above 
1938 in 1948, and by 1955 was 152 per 
cent higher than 1938. 


3. Net invéstment in housing, on the 
other hand, has not in any year-been as 
high as in 1938. It almost reached it in 
1954; in 1955 it fell back to 88 per cent of 
1938 but was still 74 per cent above 1948. 


4. As the stock of capital assets grows, 
capital consumption inevitably rises: in 
1955 it was 40 per cent higher than in 1938 
and 29 per cent higher than in 1948,

5. Net fixed investment as a proportion 
of national income was 6 per cent in 1938 
and in 1946 to 1952, but rose to 84 per 
cent in 1955. 


First Half : A Progress 
Report 


‘THERE are signs that measures taken to 

restrain home demand generally (par- 
ticularly consumer expenditure), to en- 
courage an expansion of exports and to 
maintain productive investment, are begin- 
ning to have effect. Consumer expenditure 
in real terms has risen very little: defence 
output is: running below last year’s level; 
both investment and exports have risen. 
Production of most consumer goods is 
lower than a year earlier; output of capital 
goods is higher, and there have been some 
changes in the pattern of employment. 
There seems now to be a better prospect for 
price stability. But an excessive rise in 
home costs would prevent this achieve- 
ment. The overseas trade figures com- 
bined with the expected improvement in 
invisibles have produced a surplus on 
current account of at least £100 million 
in the first half of 1956. This is a very 
considerable improvement on our per- 
formance last year (in the first half of 1955 
we had a current surplus of only £15 
million), but it is still a good deal too low 
to meet our needs. 


Industry’s Markets: Capital expenditure 
in the manufacturing industry in the first 
quarter of 1956, though lower than in the 
fourth quarter of 1955, was probably about 
20 per cent higher (in real terms) than in the 
first quarter. Advance indications of 
investment intentions give a mixed picture 
of the future level of investment. Capital 
expenditure by manufacturing industry in 
1956 is now expected to be 21 per cent 
higher than in 1955, much the same as the 
rise between 1954 and 1955. New orders 
for machine tools in the first five months 
were 9 per cent lower than a year earlier. 
Industrial building approvals suggest that 
new plans are coming forward more slowly. 


Industry’s Output: The production of 
capital goods has continued to expand. 
Plant and machinery output in the first 
five months was 8 per cent higher than a 
year earlier, slightly more than the rise 
between 1954 and 1955. The output of 
commercial vehicles (six months) was 6 per 
cent above a year earlier. - Building (first 
quarter) was 6 per cent higher. 


These divergent movements add up to a 
stable total of production; seasonally 
adjusted, the index of production was about 
steady from February to June, at a level 
2 per cent below the average of the previous 
five months. The labour shortage has 
eased a little but in July there were still 


1} vacancies for every person unemployed. © 


The number on overtime in the last week 
of May was very little lower than in the 
same week in 1955.

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OPEN TENDERS FOR 
FACTORY BUILDING 


Recommendations to Northern 
Ireland Government 


‘THE Report of the Select Committee 

on Public Accounts in Northern 
Ireland for the year 1954-55, issued on 
August 20, advocates a return to the 
practice of open tenders for Government 
Factory building contracts so as to seek 
the widest possible competition. 


Of the existing contracts procedure the 
Committee states that an accounting 
officer from the Ministry of Commerce 
had explained to them that the general 
practice was to obtain competitive ten- 
ders for the smaller factories by public 
advertisement, and for the larger fac- 
tories, or those of a special type, to invite 
firms known to be capable of undertaking 
the work to tender. 


The Ministry, the official said, were 
prepared to entrust a contract for a 
large factory, or one of a special type 
only, to a firm which in their judgment 
was fully competent to undertake it. In 
consequence, they preferred to invite 
tenders only from selected firms and con- 
sidered that they got more serious tender- 
ing by this method. 

The Committee believed a basic prin- 
ciple of contracting to be that the widest 
possible competition should be sought. 


It was, moreover, as important in this 
sphere as elsewhere that justice should 
not only be done but should manifestly 
and undoubtedly be seen to be done; and 
a system of limited competition was, 
unfortunately, likely, however small the 
grounds might be, to give rise to suspi- 
cions and allegations of favouritism. 


‘Your Committee are satisfied that it 
is in the public interest that the pre-war 
practice of advertising for tenders should 
be resumed on as wide a scale as possible. 
They accordingly recommend that it 
should be adopted as a general policy for 
factory construction and that departures 
from it should be approved only in very 
exceptional circumstances, the report 
said. 


PRICE RESTRAINT 


Standard Metal Windows 


Tue Metal Window Association has, in 
accordance with its undertaking of Janu- 
ary 26 last, held firm its selling prices for 
standard metal windows for over six 
months. The Association has now, in the 
light of the latest cost figures, prepared by 
its independent cost consultants, revised its 
selling prices for standard metal windows in 
order to take into account the increases in 
cost and economies in manufacture which 
have taken place. 


These new prices come into force.on Sep- 
tember 3, 1956, and in respect of them the 
Association is prepared to give a further 
undertaking: ‘Subject to unforeseen and 
exceptional circumstances, the Metal Win- 
dow Association . undertakes to hold the 
selling prices of Standard Metal Windows 
firm for as long as possible and at least 
until the 1957 Budget.’

SUTTON DWELLINGS 
Annual Report for 1955 


(THE main feature of the annual report 

of the Sutton Dwellings Trust for the 
year 1955 is an article on the village com- 
munity for old people which has just been 
completed at Crownhill, Plymouth. The 
scheme has been named Miles Mitchell 
Village after the late Sir Miles Mitchell, one 
of the trustees whose conception it was and 


whose zeal and persistence was largely re- . 


sponsible for making it a reality. 

The village comprises 126 single-storey 
houses spread informally over the hillside 
around and through an orchard planted as 
part of the scheme. The houses fall natur- 
ally into small groups round culs-de-sac on 
the more level ground and along the con- 
tours of the steeper slopes. There are no 
private gardens but the ground in front of 
the houses will be maintained by the trust 
as mown lawns with trees, shrubs and 
flowers. 

The trustees are not unmindful of the 
drawbacks to having more than a hundred 
households together, all of old people. But 
early reactions have induced a note of 
cautious optimism in the report. Most of the 
tenants are enthusiastic at having what so 
many old people desire but never achieve, 
namely, a little home of their own with 
modern fitments and pleasant surroundings. 
The trustees express appreciation of the will- 
ing co-operation of the WVS and other local 
services and private individuals whose efforts 
are ensuring that the venture shall have the 
best chance of success. 

The trust now manages nearly 8,000 
houses and flats, spread about England in 
places as far north as the Tyneside and as 
far west as Plymouth. As a result of the 
Housing Repairs and Rents Act, 1954, the 
lettings came outside the provisions of the 
Rent Restrictions Act and a general increase 
in rents (averaging just under 4s. a week) 
was made in 1955. ‘Nevertheless, owing to 
exceptionally heavy repair costs, £22,945 was 
lost on the dwellings during the year. The 
trustees hope that there will be a surplus 
in 1956 equivalent to about 4 per cent. on the 
capital outlay. : 

The capital fund of the trust at December 
31 last was £4,647,406 and other reserves 
totalled £684,511. 






BRITAIN’S WATER 
SUPPLIES 


New Information in Surface 


Water Year Book 


J{ NOWLEDGE about surface water 
supplies in Great Britain is steadily 
increasing. This fact is shown in the latest 
issue of the Surface Water Year Book * pub- 
lished on August 2 which is the only pub- 
lication in which there are comprehensive 
records of measurements showing both the 
run-off and related rainfalls of rivers and 
reservoired areas in Great Britain. 


The new edition contains records of 102 
river gauging stations, compared with 81 in 
the previous edition, and there is a map 
showing the location of all the stations. 
There is also a number of new features, 
including a new table showing the duration 
of flows of various magnitudes in eight 
selected rivers. This gives an idea of the 
normal character of the rivers concerned. 


Another innovation is the recording of 
natural water temperatures of the Bristol 
Avon and the Test. Thus a start has been 
made on the compilation of water tempera- 
ture records which throw light on several 
problems. One of these is whether water 
temperatures affect the behaviour of 
salmon. Another is the part which tempera- 
ture may play in the effect of pollution on 
fish life. 


Data on River Flows 


The Year Book contains a growing 
amount of data of importance to engineers, 
whether they are responsible for design and 
construction of supply works, industrial 
establishments, sewage disposal, or for works 
of land drainage or flood control. From 
the data on minimum river flows can be 
deduced the reasonable quantities which it 
is practical to extract for domestic or indus- 
trial use. Likewise, the information about 
flood flow is essential to those who design 
overflow weirs of reservoirs and flood pre- 
vention works, while the data on discharge 
rates is valuable to firms interested in setting 
up new industries. 


OFFICIAL NOTIFICATION 


The Investment Allowances (Fuel 
Economy Plant) Order, 1956 


Tue Treasury have made the Investment 
Allowances (Fuel Economy Plant) Order, 
1956. 


Section 15(3)(b) Finance Act, 1956, pro- 
vides that investment allowances are to be 
continued for expenditure incurred after 
February 17, 1956, on prescribed fuel-saving 
plant if it is installed by way of modification 
or replacement of plant in use in the United 
Kingdom. This Order, made under Section 
15(4), prescribes a list of the fuel-saving 
plant and the conditions, if any, upon which 
such plant is prescribed. 

The Order came into operation on August 


23, and has been published as Statutory In- 
strument, 1956, No. 1295.

Minister Explains Basis of Recent 
Decisivns 


A LETTER written by the Minister of 

Housing and Local Government to the 
Bedfordshire County Council explaining the 
basis of a recent planning decision contains 
a very lucid and exhaustive statement of the 
principles applied. 

Commer Cars, Ltd., had sought permission 
to erect a large factory near Luton and Dun- 
stable, and proposals for housing develop- 
ment in the area had been put forward by 
the local authorities concerned and by pri- 
vate builders. Mr. Sandys decided to limit 
the various schemes on the ground that too 
great an expansion of industry and popula- 
tion in the district would not be wise, and 
it is now clear that the most important fac- 
tor in the decision was the extent of the local 
water supply. The proposals outlined by 
Commer Cars, Ltd., the Minister pointed out, 
would, with other sources of employment, 
create housing neéds for a population of 
more than 200,000. It was unlikely that 
water could be found in the area for more 
then about 190,000 people, and the proposal 
had accordingly been approved only in part. 

The housing proposals have also been 
allowed in part, 850 acres in the district 
having been selected for development. The 
selection has been directed by various gene- 
ral principles such as not making people 
live too far from their work or from shops, 
preserving the best agricultural land, and 
maintaining a certain amount of open space 
between the Luton and Dunstable com- 
munities. A compulsory purchase order 
made by Dunstable Borough on about 900 
acres of land near Houghton inate has not 
been confirmed. 


INSURABLE 
EMPLOYMENT 


By a Legal Correspondent 


A CASE of considerable interest to 

those contractors who have formed a 
small company was decided in the 
Queen’s Bench Division by Mr. Justice 
Havers in March this year and is repor- 
ted as Allen v Minister of Pensions and 
National Insurance. 

The appellant had formed a limited 
private company. There were 500 £1 
shares of which he had 499 and his wife 
had one share. He worked as a carpenter 
for the company and was paid weekly. 
The company paid the national insurance 
contributions and the man paid income 
tax on the PAYE system. His wages 
were £7 a week and he never received 
directors’ fees. When he was at work the 
appellant was injured and the case was 
fought because the Minister after an 
inquiry held that the man was not 
entitled to industrial injury benefit. 

The Court upheld the views of the 
Minister because the test of insurable 
employment lay in the amount of control 
exercised over the employee by the firm. 
There was no resolution of the company 
appointing the appellant as a servant of 
the company and the company had no 
control over the way he worked and the 
amount of work to be carried out by him. 





This decision does point out the difficul- 
ties that may arise where the evidence 
required by the courts of control exer- 
cised is not available. 


BBC TELEVISION 
CENTRE 
Building Contract Awarded 


HE BBC announces that a contract has 
been awarded to Higgs and Hill Ltd., 
for the erection of the superstructure of the 
main block at the Television Centre, Wood 
Lane, W12, upon foundations constructed 
by George Wimpey and Co. Ltd., who were 
awarded the contract for that work last 
November. The retaining-walls now con- 
structed by them to receive the superstruc- 
ture contain an area of approximately 34 
acres—nearly twice that of St. Paul’s 
Cathedral. 


This next stage in the development of the 
BBC’s Television Centre covers the erection 
of a circular building around a central 
courtyard. The building will have a high 
multi-storey inner ring—basement to seventh 
floor—which will contain dressing rooms 
and technical areas in the lower storeys and 
office accommodation on the upper floors. 
Radiating from this ring will be the studios, 
of which four of the seven provided for will 
be completed initially. Two of these will 
be 100 ft. by 80 ft. by 35 ft. high, and two 
will be 70 ft. by 50 ft. by 25 ft. high, each 
with its ancillary accommodation. Around 
the outer periphery of the studios there will 
be an enclosed runway for transporting 
scenery. Between two of the studios there 
will be a multi-storey ‘wedge’ in which 
there will be accommodation for the central 
control and apparatus rooms, and the tele- 
ciné and presentation suites. Under the 
central courtyard there will be telerecording 
rooms. 


These areas, with the scenery block 
already built, and the canteen block (at 
present used for programme rehearsals) con- 
verted for its ultimate purpose, will com- 
plete the first operational unit of the 
development. 


A decision when to proceed with the 
remaining three studios, and a works block 
for the maintenance of buildings, services 
and equipment, has not yet been made. 


The contract requires the construction of 
the first operational unit by the end of 1959 
—with a view to its being in service in 1960. 


The architect for the works is Mr. Graham 
Dawbarn, CBE, FRIBA (Norman and Daw- 
barn), in association with Mr. M. T. Tuds- 
bery, CBE (consulting civil engineer to the 
BBC) with architectural consultants: Sir 
Howard Robertson, ARA, PPRIBA, and 
Prof. Sir William Holford, FRIBA. The 
quantity surveyors are Messrs. Ainsley.

BE THE JUDGE 


Although our £500 a side mortar durability challenge has not been taken 
up, a letter referring to it from the Joint Secretaries of the Southern Lime 
Association has recently appeared in trade journals. 

In this letter no reference was made to durability. Instead, it was mentioned 
that the cube method of testing the strength of mortar was not reliable. With 
this we agree, but in doing so we would point out that as it is already an 
accepted fact that both lime and plasticised mortars have adequate strength, 
our challenge made no reference to the question of strength. But, as the 
durability of a plasticised mortar.was queried in a leaflet jointly issued by the 
Limestone Federation and the Southern Lime Association, we felt that the true 
facts should be brought to light. 

We therefore issued an open challenge for a durability competition 
between a cement/lime/sand mortar and a cement/sand mortar plasticised 
with our Febmix Admix. In doing so, we drew attention to the fact that in a 
three year natural weather durability test carried out by the Building Research 
Station, the cement/lime/sand mortar had been affected by frost and that the 
plasticised mortar was unaffected. 

Although .the cube test is, perhaps, unsuitable for checking strength, 
it does give some indication of the weathering property of mortar and, in having 
full confidence in our own product, we were prepared to back its durability 
against that of a lime mortar in a three year natural weather durability test. 

As that challenge has not been taken up, we leave you to form your own 
opinions.

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FUEL RESEARCH, 1955 


Domestic Appliances Experiments 
and Air Pollution 


THE report of the Fuel Research Board, 
with the report of the Director of Fuel 
Research for the year 1955, has been pub- 
lished by HM Stationery Office for the De- 
partment of Scientific and Industrial Re- 
search, price 4s. 

In their report, the Fuel Research Board 
note that with the increasing cost of fuels, 
and the failure of indigenous supplies to 
meet the growing demand, it is more import- 
ant than ever that greater efforts should be 
made towards the more efficient use of the 
fuels that are available. At the same time, 
it is important that everything possible 
should be done to devise methods whereby 
the gross pollution of the atmosphere, which 
results from many of our present methods of 
using fuels, should be greatly reduced, 

As a balanced programme of research must 
include an appropriate measure of basic or 
fundamental investigations as well as 
applied research, mest of the items in the 
Board’s programme, even those aimed at 
solving the more immediate problems, in- 
clude a considerable amount of basic re- 
search. ; 
. Experimental work has been continued on 

examining the possibilities of producing coke 
of a more combustible nature than normal 
gas-coke performances for burning in fire- 
grates. 

Handa-fired Forced Draught Boilers— 
Smoke Elimination.—A smoke eliminator for 
hand-fired boilers operating with forced 
draught has been constructed and fitted to 
the Lancashire boiler at The Fuel Research 
Station in London, and has been operated at 
boiler outputs varying between 40 and 130 
per cent. of the rated output. As with the 
natural draught smoke-eliminator previously 
developed, the device for forced-draught 
boilers achieved almost complete smoke 
elimination at all loads with more efficient 
use of the fuel. The device has been 
patented, and arrangements te manufacture 
it under licence can be made with the 
National Research Development Corpora- 
tion. ; 

Measurement of Smoke.—A large amount 
of experimental work has been carried out 
to provide data on the measurement of smoke 
for committees of the British Standards In- 
stitution which were formed in accordance 
with suggestions made in the report of the 
Committee on Air Pollution. In that report 
‘dark smoke’ was defined as smoke of den- 
sity equivalent to or greater than No. 2 on 
the Ringelmann Chart. Although the ap- 
parent darkness of smoke is influenced by 
atmospheric conditions and by the colour 
and size of the smoke particles, it appeared 
from earlier work on boilers at the Station 
that there was some degree of correlation 
between the Ringelmann Chart reading and 
the optical density of the smoke as measured 
in the flue or chimney. , 

Experiments have shown that for smoke 
of the same optical density the variation in 
the readings taken with a Ringelmann Chart 
under different atmospheric conditions was 
not greater than plus or minus } of a Rin- 
gelmann Number. It is hoped that further 
tests now in progress will enable a manufac- 
turer to supply an optical instrument to give 
a fixed deflection when smoke of Ringelmann 


No, 2 density is made at a particular plant, 
without special calibration on the site. 


Domestic Heating—Room-Heating Effici- 
ency.—The study of openable stoves and of 
open fires of various types, both inset and 
freestanding, has been continued in the 
Calorimeter Building with the primary pur- 
pose of obtaining their true room-heating 
efficiencies. For open fires—inset or free- 
standing—or openable stoves used with the 
firedoors open, at the full rate of burning, the 
efficiency when burning coal is only three- 
quarters of that obtained with coke. 

The loss in the case of coal is due mainly 
to the escape of unburnt gases up the chim- 
ney. Reducing the rate of burning increases 
the efficiency with both fuels but the increase 
is greater for coal; similar increase in effici- 
ency can be obtained by reducing the rate 


of flow of air in the chimney by introducing 


a chimney throat restrictor. 


Airtightness of Openable Stoves—Earlier 
work having indicated that the efficiency of 
openable stoves when operated with the 
doors closed may be reduced markedly by 
leaks through badly-fitting doors, it was 
considered important to investigate this prob- 
lem in more detail. A particular design of 
openatle stove was chosen and the efficiency 
was measured in a calorimeter cabinet over 
a wide range of rates of leakage. 

The interpretation of the results is com- 
plicated by the fact that, while increase in 
the leakage through the front door is accom- 
panied by a substantial decrease in efficiency, 
there is a tendency for the rate of burning 
to rise at the same time and this may have its 
own effect on the efficiency. The residual 
dependence of efficiency on leakage, however, 
was found to be highly significant. It must 
be concluded that it is highly desirable that 
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a leakage check should be included as , 
routine part of the production-line inspection 
of stoves. Other design factors also infil. 
ence efficiency and a low value of air ‘eak. 
age is not by itself a guarantee of high 
efficiency. 


Smoke.—It has previously been reported | 


that with an open fire there is a reduction 
in the amount of smoke that emerges ‘rom 
the top of the chimney for a given weig 1t of 
coal burnt when a throat restrictor is used 
to cut down the rate of flow of air anc five 
gas in the chimney. -Experiments have now 
shown that the amount of soot depc sited 
within the chimney is also reduced. 


Measurement of Air Pollution—tU nde 
the scheme whereby regular measurement; 
of air pollution are made by local autho ities 
and other bodies, in co-operation wit! the 
Department, the number of instrumenis in 
use increased during 1955 by nearly 3¢: per 
cent. to a total of 1,981. During the same 
period the number of co-operating b dies 
making measurements has increased dy 8 
per cent. to a total of 218. 


These measurements not only provide 4 
measure of the magnitude of the air-poll ition 
problém in different parts of the country but, 
as pointed out in the Report of the Con- 
mittee on Air Pollution, they contribute to- 
wards the abatement of pollution by provid- 
ing a basis for preventive action; they also 
provide a means of assessing any improve- 
ments achieved. Observations made ia the 
ten years 1944-54 show that in the ‘lack 
areas’ the amounts of pollution by grit and 


dust, smoke, and: sulphur dioxide are gener- B 


ally 20 to 40 times the amounts in the rural 
or semi-rural areas where measurements are 
made. 


Measurements during Fog—During the 
winter of 1955-56 the scheme for obtaining 
frequent measurements of the concentrations 
of pollutants in periods of severe and pro- 
longed fog was put into action in London, 


Sheffield, Salford and Stretford on three 


occasions during the closing weeks of the 
year when dense fog was forecast. Some 
hundreds of measurements were made and 
the results are being analysed together with 
data obtained subsequently in these and 
other areas,

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BUILDERS AND TREES 
Implications of a Recent* 
Ministerial Decision 
From a Legal Correspondent 


A DECISION of the Minister of 
~ Housing and Local Government in 
relation to the erection of a bungalow 
and garage at Knowle Park Estate, Cob- 
hani. will be of interest to architects and 
builders. The appellant was successful 
in h's appeal against the decision of the 
Esher Urban District Council who were 
acting under delegated planning powers. 
Permission for residential development of 
the estate was given in 1954 and the lay- 
out an, which was approved in January, 
was subject to a condition that no tree 
shouid be felled without the consent of 
the council. 

The appellants disliked this condition. 
There was a grown oak which was 
situ:ted where they wished to place a 
bungalow. The planning authority wished 
to pveserve the oak and were prepared 
to relax the building lines so that there 
would be plenty of room for the de- 
veloxers to build without destroying the 
tree. They claimed that this oak was one 
of 2 number which were an amenity to 
the estate and that the position could not 
be niet by replanting. The builders would 
not accept this view, so their detailed 
plan was refused. In turn, in the course 
of the appeal, the developers pointed out 
the difficulties of building with an oak 
in the vicinity and that if the planning 
authority wanted to preserve the tree they 
should have done so by making a tree 
preservation order. 

The decision of the Minister was in- 
teresting. He decided that the condition 
imposed concerning the felling of trees 
was inappropriate, but felt it was relevant 
for the council to take account of the 
existence of the tree in giving or refusing 
consent to avoid the automatic destruc- 
tion of the tree if they thought the cir- 
cumstances justified that course. In the 
particular case the Minister allowed the 
appeal and granted permission for the 
erection of the bungalow and garage in 
accordance with the submitted plans. He 
was not convinced that the tree was of so 
great value as to make it reasonable to 
refuse permission for the bungalow hav- 
ing regard to the size of the tree and its 


| position on the site. 


Some comments upon this case appear 
to be necessary. Local planning authori- 
ties often try to impose conditions in 
telation to tree felling. These, in the 
words of the Minister, are “ inappro- 
priate.” If the authority feel that the 
tree should be preserved it would appear 
that they should go to the trouble of 
making a tree preservation order which 
might bring with it a claim for compen- 
Sation from the owner. 

The second part of the decision, how- 
ever. implies that the council might take 
account of the existence of the tree in 
giving their decision. This is slightly dis- 
turbing. It is understood by all builders 
and planners that unofficially builders and 
Planning ‘officers try to agree site detail 
Tequ'rements so that the plans are readily 
acceptable, but if there is a real difference 
of opinion which cannot be bridged, are 


builders to face the possibility of being 
precluded from erecting a building which 
conforms to all standards of amenity be- 
cause of the existence of a tree or trees 
of value? In short, can it be an essential 
part of a well-designed dwelling that it 
shall incorporate a tree in its design? 
This does not seem to conform with the 
Minister’s expressed views on the design 
of dwelling-houses. Unless they are out 
of accord with the buildings in the neigh- 
bourhood the Minister does not normally 
interfere with the architect’s design. 

In the case of proposed development 
at Sundridge, where the Kent County 
Council before coming to their decision 
had consulted a panel of independent 
architects, the Minister still permitted the 
erection of a non-traditional type of 
building. In an appeal against the refusal 
of the East Suffolk County Council to 
permit the erection of a dwelling-house 
and garage at Felixstowe, decided in 
December, 1954, in favour of the county 
council, the Minister was at pains to 
point out that the issue in this case was 
more than one of architectural taste. In 
other cases where the Minister determined 
against the appellants he had regard to 
the fact that the proposed building was 
‘incongruous in its surroundings’ or 
‘not in keeping with adjoining buildings.’ 

In view of this attitude of the Minister 
to the design of buildings it seems logic- 
ally that providing the design of the 
dwelling-house proposed is appropriate 
the existence or non-existence of a tree 
or trees within the total design is not 
relevant, but in the Esher case the 
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Minister still suggests that it is a matter 
of which account should be taken by the 
local planning authority. Normally if a 
tree is of amenity value it will pay the 
builder to keep it: unless it is a hindrance 
informally he may be prevailed upon to 
keep it by the planning authority. The 
decision of the Minister has given local 
authorities an incentive to refuse permis- 
sion in cases where it is necessary to cut 
down trees to carry out development. It 
would appear, however, from the decision 
in the Esher case that the Minister will 
need some persuading that a tree is more 
important than a house. 


INQUIRY BUREAU 
Damage by Carpet Layers 


Q.—A builder has just completed erecting 
a bungalow for us-under contract. When 
the job was virtually completed, but 
one or two men were on the premises finish- 
ing off, a firm of carpet layers, who had been 
instructed direct by the client, came to lay 
two carpets. These people wanted the bot- 
tom of the doors cut and asked the builder’s 
men on the job, without reference to the 
builder himself, to do the work. Unfortu- 
nately, the apprentice whom they asked to 
do this job carried it out in a most unsatis- 
factory manner. 

We should be obliged if you would give 
us your opinion as to who is responsible 
for this bad workmanship, the builder or 
the firm of carpet layers. 

West CountTrRY. 


A.—The question of liability for the dam- 
age to the doors (writes a Legal correspond- 
ent) can be approached in more than one 
way. It may be that, as a result of this dam- 
age, the contractor is in breach of his duty 
under the building contract to build a 
bungalow (including the doors in question) 
in accordance with the requirements of the 
contract. If the architect, having considered 
the precise terms of the contract, is satisfied 
that this is so, then he would be entitled to 
withhold. his final certificate until the dam- 
age had been made good. 


It may be also that the carpet layers have 
committed a trespass against the property of 
the building owner. Once the doors had 
been fixed, they became part of the realty 
and—unless authorised by the building 
owner—the carpet layers would appear to 
have unlawfully interfered with the build- 
ing owner’s possession of his land. On this 
basis the carpet layers are liable for the 
damage done by the person whom they 
made their agent for the commission of 
their unlawful act—namely, the apprentice. 


On the basis that the carpet layers have 
committed the tort of trespass, it is possible 
that they would join the contractors as joint 
tortfeasors. This would depend on whether 
the apprentice could be said in law to have 
damaged the doors in the course of his 
employment; if so, the contractors would 
be also liable for the damage done by their 
servant. 


On the whole, I am inclined to think that 
the apprentice’s act was not in the course 
of his employment. In any event, the build- 
ing owner would be fully entitled to proceed 
against the carpet layers, leaving them to 
bring in the contractors if they thought it 
worth while.
